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BUD LERNER TOPS VA.-MD. SIRES 
WITH PROGENY EARNING $14,255.00 


Chronicle’s Monthly Stallion List Finds Maryland Sire Leading With 
Outstanding Four-Year-Old Performances Of Thanksgiving 
And Be Jabbers 


Bud Lerner, 19-year-old son of The Finn—Dreamsome who stands at the 
Merryland Stock Farm of William M. Elder at Hyde, Maryland, and is slated 
to go under the hammer at Pimlico next Friday, May 12, stands at the top of 
The Chronicle’s list of money-winning Virginia and Maryland sires for April, 
1939, his get having turned in $14,255 in four wins. His position on the list 
is due to the performances of two of his outstanding 4-year-olds, namely the 
colt Thanksgiving and the filly Be Jabbers. The former, running in the col- 
ors of Mrs. P. Corning at Havre de Grace, added $7,925 to his earnings when 
he accounted for the Philadelphia Handicap last Saturday, his first triumph 
of the season, while the latter, who has scored twice previously this year for 
R. A. Coward, carried that owner’s silks to victory in the Portsmouth Handi- 
cap to contribute $4,230 the same day. Other winners by Bud Lerner dur- 
ing the month were Mrs. E. D. Jacobs’ 5-year-old gelding Bareback, Mrs. N. 
Ray’s 4-year-old filly Rissa and W. F. Hicks’ 3-year-old filly Miss Fix It. Bud 
Lerner will be sold along with the other Merryland stallion Sir James as part 
of the complete dispersal of the Elder racing stock, which includes 13 brood- 
mares, 8 foals and 10 yearlings. 

The late *Teddy who stood at Kenneth N. Gilpin’s Kentmere Stud at 
Boyce, Virginia, and headed the March list, is second this month, six of his 
progeny having accounted for nine races and a total of $13,700. Foremost 
of these, Tomara Stable’s 4-year-old gelding Teddy Weed earned a net sum 
of $7,950 when he annexed the Tropical Handicap at the Gables track early 
in the month. Other winning sons of *Teddy were Our Teddy, Ready Teddy, 
Invermark, Teddy Patic and Kenty, the latter winner of two $1,000 stakes in 
one week. 

Third on the list is Court Manor’s veteran stallion *Sun Briar, whose 4- 
year-old colt Sun Egret from A. C. Compton’s stable won $5,275 with his 
Harford Handicap victory on April 15. In all, six of his get accounted for 
seven races and $8,110. In addition to Sun Egret, he had winners in Tomah, 
Sun Portland, Sun Plume, Sun Inplay and Sun Antioch.

Controlling Steeplechasing Body 
Fills Definite Place In U. S. 


Racing Picture 

The National Steeplechase Assn., 
Inc., was organized in 1895 and on 
June 16, 1897, became the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Assn., Inc., 
which it has since remained. This 
organization fills a very definite 
place in the racing picture, that of 
being the parent and controlling 
body of steeplechase and hurdle rac- 
ing in the United States. It is quite 
separate & distinct from the various 
Racing Associations and Hunt Clubs 
under its jurisdiction. Its function is 
to encourage and advance this type 
of racing and to supervise such rac- 
ing and the compiling, publishing 
and enforcing rules to govern such 
racing and the licensing of trainers, 
riders and others. 
Membership in the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Assn., is limited to 
sixty members. It is considered a sig- 
nal distinction to become a Member 
for it means that a man is a sports- 
man in the truest sense of the word. 
At one time or another each of these 
members raced a prominent stable 
over jumps, or in some other way 
contributed to the advancement of

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ONE THOUSAND GUINEAS 


CAPTURED BY AMERICAN 


Robin S. Clark accounted for the 
first major American victory of the 
year in England on Friday last, April 
28, when his 3-year-old filly Galetea 
II captured the classic One Thousand 
Guineas at Newmarket. 

A 6-1 shot, the brown daughter of 
Dark Lengend-Gala Day, outdistanced 
seventeen other top performers of her 
sex to register by three lengths over 
Lord Derby’s Aurora while covering 
the mile distance in 1:38 3-5. This 
time was just one and one fiifths 
seconds faster than that turned in by 
the colt Bue Peter when he won the 
Two Thousand Guineas over the same 
distance on April 26. 


Moving up fast in the last half mile 
Galetea II took the command from 
Lord Glanely’s heavily backed Olein, 
who till then had held the running, 
met the challenge of Aurora in the 
final drive and increased her advan- 
tage to win easily going away. Olein 
was a half length back ofAurora for 
third. Four other American-owned 
horses in the race were John Hay 
Whitney’s Curtain Call, M. D. Blair’s 
Quite Contrary, Mrs. Chester Beatty’s 
Amy Robscart and Marshall Fields’s 
Infra Red. The latter turned in the 
best showing of these other four.

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ST. PATRICK’S DAY 
HUNT IN IRELAND 


The Scarteen Provides A Great 
Hunt For Two American Ladies 
On A Sporting Tour 


(Editors Note: The Chronicle re- 
joices in the opportunity of publish- 
ing this second installment of notes 
from the Colts, as they enjoy hunting 
and Hounds in Ireland. Mrs. Samuel 
§. Colt and her daughter Miss Cath- 
erine Colt have furnished their most 
interesting experiences herewith of 
a St. Patrick’s Day in an Irish hunt- 
ing field with the Scarteen Pack.) 
London ,April 10th., 1939 

Friday, March 17th., St. Patrick’s 
Day! And if there is a better place 
in the world to be than Ireland on St. 
Patrick’s Day, I should like to know 
it. 

The Great Day of 1939 dawned 
bright and clear with a nip in the 
air, a bone in the ground and the 
prospects rosy. We were to hunt with 
the Scarteen (Black and Tans) which 
are reputedly the fastest pack in Ire- 
land. The meet was in the biggest 
part of their country, and we were 
to have Mr. Sheehan’s best horses, 
all of which produced a combination 
hard to beat. Cathy and I set off for 
the meet at Elton in true Irish fash- 
fon. Our buttonholes dripping sham- 
rocks which Deirdre had produced 
for us at breakfast, and _ shivering 
slightly in anticipation. 

According to Baily’s ‘Hunting 
Directory” the Scarteen country cov- 
ers some 20 by 25 miles and is ‘‘a 
very fine, sound, good scenting, bank 
and ditch country, big and safe. All 
grass, no woodland, and not much 
wire. A wellbred horse is required 
with good quarters and hocks.” To 
this might be added that as far as 
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any hunting country can be called 
“safe’’ this part of it certainly is, 
for the banks are lean and big, and 
often so broad you could drive a cart 
on the top, and today no wire at all. 
Unfortunately, it is creeping into a 
great many hunting countries. To 
the well-bred horse’s requirements 
I should like to add ‘‘plenty of foot’. 
I have been told by a hunting man 
who had every reason to know 
whereof he spoke that the Black and 
Tans were the only Hounds he had 
ever seen which could actually out- 
run a fresh fox in two or _ three 
fields, and I can well believe it. 

The Scarteens have been in the 
Ryan family over 200 years, and are 
in reality Kerry Beagles, having no 
foxhound blood in them at all. How- 
ever, the word ‘“‘beagle’’ is mislead- 
ing as we know beagles, for they 
stand well over twenty inches and 
have a bloodhound look about them. 

We found quite a sizeable crowd 
at the meet, over seventy we counted, 
but no horses for us which was most 
disturbing. We flew to the station, 
only to find the train was late, and 
spent an anxious half-hour until it 
finally pulled in and our _ precious 
animals were unloaded. Of all days 
for the train to be late! We had vis- 
ions of losing our hunt, but might 
have remembered that everything 
turns out for the best in Ireland, no 
matter what the confusion and grief 
at the time. 

By the time we caught up to the 
field they were moving on to the sec- 
ond draw, the first having been 
blank, and so was the next hour, but 
it was interesting to watch Mr. Ryan 
Hunt his Hounds. He is a_ great 
sportsman, nearly seventy years 
young, and one of the high spots of 
the day was to see him dismount and 
lead his horse over one very nasty 
double. He sprang across a boggy six 
foot ditch with his horse beside him, 
landing on the bank as nimbly as a 
boy; then another spring and he and 
his horse were across the far ditch, 
where he was up and away again be- 
fore you could say “Jack Robinson’’. 
It is to be noted that none of the field 
essayed to do likewise, but rather 
elected to gallop a good ha'?-mile to 
avoid having to dismount to get 
across. 

Mr. Ryan drew the hedgerows and 
practically every gorse-bush, for at 
this time of year foxes may be found 
anywhere, then a great bog, perhaps 
fifty acres in extent, where Hounds 


spread out like a fan, hunting the 
entire bog with great drive and 
speed and no urging was. needed 


from the Huntsman. 

Finally a good dog fox was bolted 
from a small spinney of firs and for 
the next hour it was all we could do 
to keep Hounds in sight, for they 
were screaming on ahead with scar- 
cely a check. Such wonderful cry and 
such drive! A blanket could have 
covered the entire sixteen couple for 
several fields and whenever’ they 
were at fault, or over-ran the line, 
as they are bound to do at _ such 
speed, they would cast themselves 
like lightning and hit off the line 
again with a burst of music guaran- 
teed to send chills down your spine. 
Unfortunately, our fox never straigh- 
tened out, but we must have covered 
a good eight miles in circuitous 
fashion until he ducked down a 
shore. A terrier was produced which 
immediately bolted him from’ the 
far end, and off we flew again. 





This time we crossed the railway 





and saw him killed i nthe open on 
the far side. The mask was presented 
to a small boy on a grey pony, cer- 
tainly under 14 hands, and a most 
phenominal jumper, for he had gone 
the whole way. I had seen him get 
Over some very difficult arrange- 
ments which were causing plenty of 
trouble to big horses and if any com- 
bination deserved a reward it was 
the boy and his pony. There was no 
formality about presenting’ the 
brush, because there was no brush! 
Hounds had taken eare of that end 
of their fox very quickly. 

The banks and ditches had taken 
their usual toll and Cathy and I 
counted thirteen falls in the course 
of the hunt which we had seen, and 
I am sure there were many we miss- 
ed, but no damage was done by good 
fortune. One double was so _ huge 
that the only way to cross it at all 
was to slither down the bank into 
the ditch, wade across, and climb up 
the middle-bank which must have 
been a good twelve feet high, then 
repeat the performance on the far 
side. Anything, even so much as a 
foot smaller than that, was jumped. 

Another fox had been viewed, dis- 
appearing into the same shore, so 
back we went with the terrier to bolt 
the second one. This lad, being quite 
fresh, gave us a very fast 
minutes, before going to 
under a gorse bush.

Today’s hunt only served to con- 
firm our conclusions—drawn three 
years ago—namely, that on a good 
scenting day no fox could stand up 
for long in front of these Hounds. 
They may be wild and at times will 
hunt anything, but when they hit a 
fox’s line, heaven help the fox! 

With such a pack, it is extraordin- 
ary that the country can be kept in 
foxes, yet they say they have _ in- 
creased in the years the Scarteen 
have been hunting them. Originally 
they hunted hare before Christmas 
and carted deer afterward, then lat- 
er fox and stag, and I believe it 
only since the war that they

ROSE TREE TRADITIONAL 
AMONG PHILA. SPORTSMEN 


Eighty years of tradition are be- 
hind the Rose Tree Races which will 
be held on Wednesday, May 17th and 
Saturday, May 20th on the pictures- 
que grounds at Media, Pa. Even be- 
fore Rose Tree was formed in 1859, 
J. Howard Lewis Sr., Fairman Rog- 
ers, General Edward F. Beale and 
other enthusiastic fox hunters had 
races on the big meadow at the Lewis 
estate, “Castle Dangerous.’’ There 
they had informal races to decide 
which hunting horse had the most 
speed. Later on, after Rose Tree was 
started, the races assumed a more 
official status and finally in 1877, a 
regular meeting was held, the card 
being practically the same as it is 
to-day, namely for flat, timber and 
brush horses with the Farmers’ race 
always a feature. These races were 
held on the old track which is just 
across Providence Road opposite the 
present Rose Tree grounds. 

In 1880, the first Challenge Cup 
Race in this country was run for a 
cup presented by Meredith Norris 
and called the Meredith Norris Cup. 
Geo. W. Hill won this race on his 
well known horse ,Rosinante. Mr. 
Hill was one of the oldest members 
of the club and acted as Master of 
Hounds from 1874 until 1901. 

Many well known men rode their 
own horses in these early races. The 
most famous horse at that time was 
Dr. Heidekoper’s Pandora, one _ of 
the first thoroughbreds that was re- 
gularly hunted. J. Howard Lewis the 
first president of the club rode every 
year and in fact won the timber race 
on his horse Ivanhoe when he was 
70 years old. In the eighties, such

PUT INTO EFFECT, 


Rule On Green And Suitable To 
Become Alters Status Of 
Lynchburg Championship 

Emphasis has been laid on_ the 
newly passed Hunter Rule which 
alters the status of Green and Suit- 
able To Become Hunters in Champ- 
jonships by the Lynchburg Horse 
Show last week. Semagande won two 
firsts, a second and three thirds for 
Morris Clarke, M. F. H., of Orange, 
Va. The Champion of the Show, Hunt- 
ers Choice of Springsbury Farm won 
only one first and a third. The Cham- 
pionship of the Show was awarded 
due to the new ruling of Revised 
Rule 4, altered at the last April 
meeting of the American Horse 
Shows Association, Inc. 

The purpose of this rule is to pre- 
vent the Green and Suitable to Be- 
come horses that may not have to 
jump or if they do, only jump 3 feet 
6 from competing with the older, 
more experienced horses jumping 
four feet, and winning the champion- 
ship with a larger number of ribbons, 
but a far less demanding perform- 
ance. 

Revised Rule IV reads as follows: 
Section 1. 

A. H. S. A. OFFICIALS 

A report made by the Hunter 
Committee at the April 6th., meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of 
the American Horse Shows, Assn., 
in New York, brings the news of an 
adoption of a new Hunter regulat- 
ion. Particularly attention of all ex- 
hibitors interested in Hunters and 
Jumpers is invited to the Revised 
Rule IV, which now reads as follows 

SUITABLE TO BECOME, GREEN, 
QUALIFIED, WORKING HUNTERS 
AND HUNTING APPOINTMENTS: 

Section 1 (a). The Hunter Divi: 
sion, for use in Prize Lists and Cat- 
alogues, may be _ subdivided into 
Breeding Section (should be shown 
in hand), Conformation Hunter Sec- 
tion and Working Hunter Section. 

(b). For horse show purposes, 
winnings in teams, unicorns, pairs, 
local, junior, breeding or three-year- 
olds classes are not to be included in 
reckoning the status of Suitable to 
Become and Green horses. 

(c). Suitable and Green winners 
are not thereby elgible to compete 
in Championships (except Green 
Championships). But ribbons won 
in the above two types of classes will 
count at one-half value toward the 
Hunter Championship, provided such 
winners should qualify for the Hunt- 
er Championship by winning a first 
prize over fences 4-ft., or higher in 
a Hunter Class other than Suitable, 
Green, Maiden, Novice or Limit. 

Section 2 A Suitable to Become 
Class is open to horses four vears 
old or under which have not won a 
first ribbon at a Recrognized Show 
in the Hunter Division, except in 
classes requiring either no jumping 
or performance over jumps not to 
exceed three feet six inches, and ex- 
cept as provided in Section 1 (b). 

A Suitable to Become Hunter entry 
is such from the date of the closing 
of the entries. 


Section 3. A Green Hunter Class 
is open to horses which have not 
been hunted with a Recognized Pack 
of Hounds for more than one season, 
and which have not won a first rib- 
bon at a Recognized Show in the 
Hunter Division prior to January 
1st., of the current year, except in 
classes requiring either no jumping 
or performance over jumps not to 
exceed three feet six inches, and 
except as provided in Section 1 (b). 
A green Hunter entry is such 





DRESS REHEARSAL SCORES

Clipped Wings, owned by the Fort 
Myer horse show team and ridden by 
Col. A. W. Roffe, was tied for the 
Jumper Championship with Margar- 
et Cotter’s brilliant bay, Rocksie, at 
the close of the day’s program. This 
necessitated a jump-off, which saw 
Clipped Wings, first to go, tick two 
poles. However, Rocksie, tired from 
campaigning in both hunter and 
jumper classes, knocked down the

Section 4. A Qualified Hunter 
Class is open to horses which have 
been regularly hunted for more 
than one season with a pack of 
Hounds Rescognized or Registered 
by either the Masters of Foxhounds 
Assn., (England) or the Masters of 
Foxhounds Assn., of America. A 
certificate from the Master to this 
effect must be produced if requested 
by the Secretary of the Show. 

A Qualified Hunter entry is such 
from the date of qualification. 

Section 5. A Working Hunter 
Class is open to all hunters, qualified 
or not qualified. Specifications for 
these classes must call for perfor- 
mance, manners (way of going, 
style of jumping and peace optional) 
and hunting soundness only, no 
conformation. 

Winners of first ribbons are not 
thereby elgible for Hunter Champ- 
ionships in which conformation is 
considered, nor do winnings in 
Working Hunter Classes count to- 
ward any Championship other than 
a Working Hunter Championship. 

Section 6. Hunter Appointments.— 
See Rules Revised to aJnuary 6, 
1939. 

It will be interesting to the reader 
to note that new rules have been 
drawn up covering personal dress 
and appointments, including turn- 
outs for Masters, Honorary Hunts- 
men, Professional Huntsmen, Hon- 
orary Whipper-Ins; Professional 
Whipper-Ins, Members, gentlemen 
and ladies, Ladies Aside and As- 
tride. In Ladies Astride, the optional 
of top-hat and ‘‘Sha-Belly”’ has not 
been included. No explanation of 
this departure from last year’s Rules 
has been made, and to this depart- 
ment’s knowledge, no_ publication 
has carried news of this revision.

FEE, 
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THE SKILL OF CHAMPIONS 


The skill of the thoroughbred horse to jump successfully time after time, 
is always a constant source of wonder. That a big animal weighing some 
1,000 pounds with four legs under him to keep out of holes, coordinated and 
perfectly timed, can negotiate a flight of rails going, not at the speed he 
himself can dictate, but with the timing and direction of an entirely differ- 
ent being, whose intelligence is beyond his comprehension, is an amazing 
feat. During a hunting season, the average Foxhunter may ask his horse 
to jump close to a thousand fences. He does not consider the effort expend- 
ed, the skill required, the necessity for absolute perfection. Once-the horse 
is broken and made, his jumping ability is taken pretty much for granted. 
He does not pause to think that every time the horse leaves the ground he is 
giving his rider a lesson in timing. 


A horse will make a mistake once in awhile, but probably nine times out 
of ten, he would not have been at fault if the rider had not been on his back. 
The horse in the hunting field or the show ring becomes a jumping machine, 
executing the feat of ‘leaping’ with a couple of hundred pounds of misguid- 
ed energy on his back, with the efficiency of a mechanical unit. The miracle 
of the whole thing is that there are not more falls. The horse in the hunt- 
ing field is truly man’s greatest friend. The ability of the horse to answer 
man’s demands and summon up untold sums of energy necessary to preserve 
not only his own equilibrium but that of the rider as well, makes of the 
horse one of the greatest if not the greatest creature on earth. Certainly no 
other creature, man or beast, will give so much for so little reward. 


All this praise for this four footed friend, was brought more forcibly to 
mind by the 46th Maryland Hunt Cup. The performances of Mr. Colwill 
and Mr. Hamilton were excellent. They both rode beautifully timed, heady 
races, but still, after watching the way the two hors jumped, the thought 
was brought home that horses make great riders, many more times than 
great riders make great horses. The incentive must come from the man, 
and the patience and the brain work, but after the idea has been instilled 
into the horse, it must be the animal, not the man who achieves the result. 


The Maryland Hunt Cup is perhaps the most difficult feat that man has 
ever devised for the thoroughbred horse. At least in the Grand National, 
the horse is allowed twelve inches of leeway. He can brush through a cer- 
tain amount of hedge in every Grand National jump without turning over. 
Not so in the Maryland Hunt Cup. The fences are so designed and so built, 
that they are not to be broken. A few years ago, Soisson knocked out a 
rail and broke a post. The committee took this to heart. Things were not 
as they should be. A horse had gotten away with something that was not 
in the book. The fences were all done over, new timbers put in stouter than 
ever. In this last Hunt Cup, an inspection of the course showed one plank 
two inches thick had been broken, this by Coq Bruyere at the 20th, and Or 
Else had banged a post at the 13th, 4 inches out of plumb. Everything else 
was intact. 

As Maryland Hunt Cup races go, the pace during the earlier stages was 
not amazing. Horses were rated carefully, though they were galloping fast- 
er than the average foxhunter ever takes a jump and over considerably larg- 
er and stiffer fences. Riders fell, only one horse. When Coq Bruyere finally 
closed with Blockade at the three mile mark to stay with him to the end, 
those two horses were flying. The riders were out of the picture. They 
were in the back seat. The horses were racing as if on the flat, measuring 
stride for stride. They were tincanning. It is true they both hit the 2nd, 
to the last fence hard, but going at that speed, the amazing thing is that 
they could collect themselves, sufficiently to rise at all. We have seen the 
coordination necessary in tennis matches, or golf tournaments, but there is 
no human action done under such high pressure, that is executed so grace- 
fully as those horses raced the last mile of the Hunt Cup Course. It was 
superb fencing. It was more than that. It showed the result of years of 
patient training. The incentive had been given these horses by their own- 
ers. They were beautifully ridden by two past masters, but the skill, the 
bone, the muscle, the courage, was bred in them, something beyond mass 
ability to simulate. It was an exhbition that spoke volumes for that time 
honored phrase, “‘Blood Will Tell.”

a cold northeast wind made scenting 
difficult, so after several other cov- 
erts were drawn blank, Hounds were 
taken down country about two miles 
to Fox Hill. Here Pentucket took 
the field, but rabbits still proved 
reluctant to run for more than a 
a short distance. Late in the after- 
noon the two packs joined forces and 
ten couple of Hounds bustled up a 
stout cottontail who gave the field a 
spirited run of over fifteen minutes, 
up hill and down dale, until he took 
refuge in a stone wall on the Fear- 
ing estate. All being warm and wind- 
ed, the Masters decided to call it a 
day and took their packs back to 
the Covelane Kennels for the night. 

Bright and early Easter morning 
the beagle boxes trundled gaily down 
to Berkeley, Mass, for the Field 
Trials of the Bay State Beagle Club. 
The Club grounds were perfect for 
spectators as well as performers— 
large open fields, not too thick cov- 
erts and plenty of briar patches, the 
latter so well situated that the field 
could follow along side, instead of 
having to rip their way through. 
There were plenty of rabbits, a 
large entry list and an enthusiastic 
contingent of two hundred sports- 
men, as well as a comfortable club- 
house to thaw out in between class- 
es. For the weather could not have 
been worse! Rain, wind, a two hour 
blizzard, sleet and more rain! 

Yet in spite of these obstacles 
Covelane Magic, a homebred bitch, 
took fourth place in the two year 
old, 13 inch class, in a large field. A 
fast, hardworking bitch, she never 
spoke until she was sure of the line 
and then went like smoke. 

About four o’clock the weather 
changed and the sun came out. Tak- 
ing this for an omen, Pentucket went 
on to win the Pack Championship 
from nine competitors by placing 
first in two couple class—Covelane 
third—and first in the four couple 
class—Covelane second. It was a 
grand sight to watch the wee hounds 
work and only a hardy, bold pack 
could have accomplished anything 
under the exceptionally poor scent- 
ing conditions. Pentucket ran two 
rabbits straight to earth within 
their allotted time, while Covelane 
ran one hard for quite a _ while, 
checked, ran him again and lost him 
in a marshy bit. The hounds of this 
pack worked together particularly 
well and there was’nt a skirter or 
babbler in the lot.

sports. In addition in a great many 
cases, they officiate at race-meetings 
without rémuneration of any sort. 

The Directorate of the National 

Steeplechase and Hunt Assn., is com- 
posed of nine gentlemen, constitut- 
ing a Board of Stewards who are ele- 
cted for a 3 year term by the Mem- 
bers of the Association. Membership 
on the Board carries a great deal 
of weight and responsibility, for be- 
fore this Board came questions of 
vital importance to cross country 
racing. In passing upon the various 
applications and other matters that 
come before them, the Stewards en- 
deaver to be impartial and just at 
all times----and uppermost is their 
desire to keep steeplechasing on a 
commanding level of honesty and 
sportsmanship, so that the sport 
may continue to deserve the con- 
fidence and respect of the racing 
public generally. 
The Hunts Comittee of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Assn., is the 
Commitee that has charge of racing at 
the Hunt Meetings. It is composed of 
eleven members, four of whom are 
appointed by the Board of Stewards 
and the other seven are elected by 
the Masters of Foxhounds of Re- 
cognized Hunts, one from each of 
seven districts. The Hunts Commit- 
tee grants dates for the various Hunt 
Meetings, and each of the elected 
members acts as a presiding steward 
at every meeting within his dis- 
trict. The Hunts Committee also pas- 
ses on applications for Amateur Rider 
Certificates. Each elected Represen- 
tative on the Commitee is a man in 
close touch with the local conditions 
within his district, and whose know- 
ledge and advice is frequently sought 
by the Board of Stewards, Hunt Rac- 
ing Assn., Amateur Riders, Trainers, 
Owners and others connected with 
the sport. All these gentlemen per- 
form their services without rem- 
uneration. 

In the years that nave passed since 
the turn of the century, racing has 
had many dark days The gloom that 
hung over it in the days of the Percy 
Gray law is too well known to need 
mention, and in those days racing 
at the Hunt Meetings, particularly 
at Piping Rock, kept racing alive in 
this country. In fact, many promi- 
nent owners who later raced horses 
on the flat at major tracks first be- 
came interested in racing at the Hunt 
Meetings. 

Steeplechasing is a branch of sport 
that little breath of scandle has ever 
touched. Dishonosty or fraudulent 
practice is not, and never has been, 
tolerated, and if a rider, or trainer 
is suspected of collusion his license 
is revoked, and he may never be 
granted another. Cross-country rac- 
ing is a sport where little or no profit 
is made or expected, but it is a sport 
in the best meaning of the word.
